Hell for what you do. You are 
going to Hell because of what 
you do not do. You do what you 
ought not to do because you are 
going to Hell. “Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt 
be saved.” That is_ salvation. 
“Thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thy heart, and with 
all thy soul ...’’ That is positive 
duty. A man who loves God with 
all his soul is going to do right. 

“Be sure your sin will find you 
out.” That is no _ philosophical 
aphorism. That is no idle threat- 
ening. Those are words given by 
divine inspiration, clothed in the 
garments of eternal truth and 
backed by the arm of inexorable 
justice. “Be sure your sin will 
fing you out”! 


We Need Preaching 
Against Sin 

Do you know what we need in 
this country? . We need a cam- 
paign of preaching against sin. 
Do you know what is the matter 
with us? God will not let any-, 
body in the world get away with 
sin. God will not let even His 
children get away with it. There 
is one game that no mortal man 
ever did beat, and that is the 
game of sin. 


God is just. We need to get a 
new conception of the justice of 
God... When I was just a boy I 
heard an old-time preacher say 
something that shaped my 
theology: “Infinite perfection puts 
about God inifinte impossibilities. 
There are some things God Al- 
mighty cannot do.” 


God cannot keep men out of 
Hell if they are sinners. He can- 


not! He cannot because He is 
God. Do you know what - God 
would do? God Almighty tonight 


would open every gate of pearl in 
Heaven and take every angel in 
the city to one of those gates of 
pearl and kick every angel into 


‘Hell before He would do wrong. 


Do you know what God would 
do? Listen! God Almighty to- 
night would blot out every world 
He has ever made, put out every 
sun He has ever lighted and damn 
every soul into Hell forever before 
He would do wrong. There is one 
thing God will not do: God will 
not smear His own character! 
God is not only a, Father to those 
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who trust ‘Jesus; God is also the 
judicial head of this universe. 
And as the ruler of this universe 
it is up to Almighty God to see 
that sin is punished. 

You talk about there being no 
Hell. If I did not believe in Hell 
I would throw my Bible in the 
fire. I would erect a monument 
to the memory of Voltaire and 
Tom Payne, Bob Ingersoll and the 
other infidels who have cursed 
this world. Listen to me! The 
character of God Almighty de- 
mands that there be a Hell. There 
is too much of treating’ sin 
lightly in this country. A lot of 
Christians walk around and Say, 
“Calvary covers it all.” Yes, that 
is right, judicially. But I have 
lived long enough to see the chil- 
dren of God get it in the neck. 
I have seen them suffer the conse- 
quences. Listen, I do not care 
how good you are. I do not care 
if you have been born again; I 
do not care if you are on your 
way to Heaven; I do not care who 
you are; I do not care what you 
think of yourself—you cannot do 
wrong and get away with it! It 
just cannot be done! 4 

And, sinner, listen to me! You 
cannot with defiance spit in the 
face of a holy God and get away 
with it. You cannot beat this 
game! I am talking to somebody 
tonight who is trying. It cannot 
be done, brother! Abraham could 
not do it. Moses could not do it. 
Nebuchadnezzar could not do it. 
Napoleon Bonaparte could not do 
it. Hitler could not do it. Musso- 
lini couid not do it. Alexander 
the Great could not do it. There 
has never been a man on this earth 
who was big enough, or shrewd 
enough, or mighty enough,- or 
enough of a genius to do wrong 
and get away with it. Folks 
around you may seem to be beat- 
ing the game, but they are.not. 


You young people who are liv- 
ing in this day of moral, looseness 
and who are seeing other young 
people living in sin and pleasure 
may feel sometimes that you are 
a wallflower—but, there is a God 
on the throne of this universe. 
His eyes go to and fro through 
all the earth, beholding the good 
as well as the bad. Thank God, 
He sees the good, too! God Al- 
mighty looks over the battlement 
of Heaven at this congregation 


tonight. He says, “Yonder sits a 
good girl. She did not fall for 
temptation. Yonder sits a good 


man.” Now wait a minute! Just 
keing gocd will not take you to 
Hieaven.

Sin Leads to Recklessness, 
Public Exposure and 
Shame 

Sin not only curses you and 
your children but it also produces 
recklessness. You do not stay 
careful. Yoy start out to be care- 
ful. You say, “I’m going to be 
.particular. I am going so far 
and no’ further.” You will go 
further than you think! You will 
get daring ang venturesome and 
reckless after a while. 

I was thinking today of some- 
thing that happened just a few 
miles from this town, over here in 
Aurora, Illinois. I had a big 
tabernacle campaign over there a 
little more than thirty years ago. 
Great crowds’ came and we had 
a great revival. Some of the most 
wonderful conversions I ever saw 
took place. 

One night we had high school 
night. About a thousand of the 
high school students were there. 
A young fellow came out to lead 
their song. He said, “Now come 
on, boys and girls. Snap it up— 
everybody!” He was magnetic 
and attractive. 

One _of the preachers leaned 
over to me and said, “Bob, do you 
see that fellow there?”

They were mixed up with the 
idolatry of their time and their 
hearts were so far from God that 
the Lord virtually had to set them 
aside. Instead of being a testi- 
mony to truth and righteousness 
before the unregenerate world of 
that day, they brought reproach to 


the name of the Lord. God, 
through . the Prophet Isaiah, 
blames the awful condition de- 


scribed in these passages upon the 
people of God who had departed 
from His ways. Says God, “Your 
iniquities have separated between 
you and your God, and your sins 
have hid his face from you, that 
he will not hear.” 


Revival Is a Desperate Need 


My friends, it is just exactly 
that way today, and the condition 
in the world about us very large- 
ly can be laid at the door of the 
Lord’s people. We ‘Uesperately 
need a mighty spiritual awakening 
within the church of Jesus Christ, 
but we cannot have a revival until 
sin is gotten out of the way; and 
what we need most right now is 
for every child of God to take 
time out for a real heart-search- 
ing in the light of the Bible. We

The whole future of our 
nation is in jeopardy, to say 
nothing of the future of the’ church

' Isaiah in this chapter finally 
sums up the cause for apostasy in 


his day in verse 16, where we. 


read, “The Lord saw that there 
was no man, and wondered that 
there, was no intercessor.” Pray- 
erlessness lies at the very root 
ot apostasy. It thrives in that 
kind of soil. In America the 
time was when devoted Christian 
people maintained a family altar, 
with children reared in an atmos- 
phere of spiritual light and 
growth. The Word of God was 
read and revered and _ family 
prayers were said, and the nation 


was blessed because of these 
things. Crime waves were  un- 
known, hut today the family al- 


tar has gone with the wind, like 
so many of our other cherished in- 
stitutions. Then, you take our 
fundamental churches today. Do 
you know that not more than nine 
per cent: of the members of our 
fundamental churches attend the 
midweek prayer service? This is 
tragic! Nothing but destruction 
is ahead for a nation of prayer- 
less, godless, people. The “hand- 
writing is on the wall’ and _ the 
finger of God is ready to write 
again. “Thou art weighed in the 
balance and art found wanting.” 
It is time to awake and to face 
the situation confronting us and 
if we love our homes, our chil- 
dren, our church, our Bible, and 
our nation, we must. have a whole- 
sale turning back to God or the 
judgments of God will surely fall.

visible return of Christ to reign 
on earth. Luke 21:25 speaks of 


_ the “signs in the sun, and in the 
. moon, and in the stars.” 


Those 
are signs, great disturbances in 
the skies which we do not have 
now but which are prophesied in 
the book of Revelation to take 
place during the Great Tribula- 


tion. In Luke 21:27, in the same 


passage, we read, “And then shall 
they see the Son of man coming in 
a cloud with power and great 
glory.” That is the literal, visible 
return of Christ to take up His 
throne at Jerusalem, returning 
with saints and~ angels from 
Heaven after the Great Tribula- 
tion. Then after the familiar 
passage of the fig tree’s young 
leaves showing that summer, is 
nigh, verse 31 says, “So likewise 
ye, when ye see these things come 
to pass, know ye that the kingdom 
of God is nigh at hand.” That 
is, when these signs appear at the 


‘close of the Great Tribulation all

Your second question says: “Since 
Israel was proclaimed a nation 
May 14, 1948, are we to believe 
then that we now are living in the 
last generation before the visible 
return of our Lord? If not, please 
give your views of v. 34.” 


ANSWER: In my humble judg- 
ment, the fact that Israel was 
constituted a new nation May 14, 
1948, is not even mentioned in 
'Bible prophecy and it has no im- 
mediate prophetic importance. It 
is true that there must be a rem- 
nant of Jews’in Palestine to repre- 
sent the nation ang make a treaty 
with the Man of Sin, the Anti- 
christ, for Daniel 9:27 says of 
“the prince that shall come” that 
“he shall confirm the covenant 
with many for one week: and in 
the midst of the week he shall 
cause tho sacrifice and the obla- 
tion to cease, and for the over- 
spreading of abominations he shal] 
make it desolate, even until the 
consummation, and that deter- 
mined shall be poured upon the 
desolate.” I believe from this 
passage that there will be Jews 
in Jerusalem and a temple and 
sacrifice, ang that these Jews will 
make a covenant or treaty with 
the Man of Sin and that he will 
break this covenant and start the 
Great Tribulation after the rap- 
ture of the saints. But the Bible 
gives never a hint about how 
long a time shall elapse after the 
Jews become an independent na- 
tion until the Man of Sin shall 
appear and rise to. world-wide 
power. Since the Bible never 
says that the establishment of a 
Jewish state in Palestine nas 
Prophetic significance for this 
age, I dare not make the organiza- 
tion of that government a sign 
of Christ’s coming. 

Your third question is: “In verse 
33 the Lord addressed His words 
to the generation that shall ‘see’ 
‘all these things.’ In view of this 
‘eontext, does not ‘generation’ in 
verse 34 refer to ‘the people of any 


one period—approximately from 


30 to 35-:years’ ?”’ 

ANSWER: I do not believe that 
the word generation in Matthew 
24:34 refers to “the people of any 
‘one period—approximately from 
30 To 35 ‘years.’ 
do not believe that it refers to the 
people living in this present 
generation. I agree with the Sco- 
field Bible note: 

“1 Gr. genea, the primary 
definition of which is, ‘race, 
kind, family, stock, breed.’ 
(So all lexicons.) That the 
word is used in this sense here 
is sure because none of ‘these 
things,’ i.e. the world-wide 
preaching of the kingdom, the 
great tribulation, the return 
of the Lord in visible glory, 
and the regathering of the 
elect, occurred at the destruc- . 
tion of Jerusalem by Titus, 
A.D. 70. The promise is, 
therefore, that the generation 
—nation, or family of Israel 
—will be preserved unto these 
things’; a promise wonderfully 
fulfilleg ‘to this day.” 

If “this generation” meant the 
people of any particular age, 
limited to a certain period of 
thirty or thirty-five years, it 
would certainly nave meant the 
generation of the apostles to whom 
Jesus was then speaking. Jesus 
plainly said “this generation.” He 
coulq not have meant a genera- 
tion nineteen and one-half cen- 
turies later when He said “this 
generation.” To so interpret it is 
to wrest the plain statement of the 
Scripture and that is never safe 
nor right. ‘This generation,” that 
is, this breed or race, the Jews, 
then present when Christ spoke, 
will not pass away in the Great 
Tribulation time, although the 
Antichrist will try so hard to blot 
out every living Jew. 

Summing up briefly my well- 
eonsidered opinion on this mat- 
ter: 

1. Matthew 24:32-37 speaks of 
a time after the rapture of the 
saints and in.the Great Tribula- 
tion time. It does not apply par- 
ticularly to the present. 

2. It is an unsafe inference, 
never clearly stated in the Bible, 
that the “fig tree” is a symbol of

3. The term “generation” in 


verse 34 could not refer to the 
present veneration in the sense of 
a period of time. Jesus was ¢er- 
tainly addressing those present 
when He said “this generation.” 


4. It is entirely contrary to 
the oft-repeated warnings of Je- 
sus to say that Jesus must come 
for the rapture within thirty or 
thirty-five years after certain his- 
torical events. Concerning His 
return to reign after the. tribula- 
tion time there are to be definite 
signs. When the forty-two months 
or three and one-half years of 
the Great Tribulation draw to- 
ward the close all will know that 
the beginning of the kingdom is at 
hand, that Christ will return per- 
sonally and visibly to reign. The 
word will be preached then to all 
nations, again in the tribulation 
time. But such’ signs are not 
effective now. The plain teach- 
ing of the Saviour is, “No man 
khnoweth the day nor the hour” 
and the spirit of His warning is 
that no one can foresee or tell 
even approximately when He is 
t return to rapture His saints. 
His coming is to be as sudden and 
unforeseen as a thief in the night 
(Matt. 24:43), as the return of a 
lord to his household unannounc- 
ed (vss. 45-51). The warning of 


day nor the hour’ surely means 
that no one can tell even one 


when Jesus will come. 

The one great heresy in pro- 
phetic teaching is  date-setting. 
Here the’ Millerites, the Seventh- 
Day Adventists, the Anglo-Israel- 
ites, and many others have sin- 


ned. Fundamental, premillennial 
Christians ought certainly to 
avoid that pitfall. The empha- 
sis of the Scriptyre is always 


simply this: Jesus may come at 
any moment. Therefore, we are 
te watch and be ready. . Jesus 
Christ in the flesh did not know 
when He would return (Mark 
13:32). The angels in Heaven did 
not know. It is presumption, it is 
false eémphasis, it is speculating 
about things not revealed when 
any Christian sets out to figure 
and set periods or dates or ap- 
proximate periods or’ dates for 
the Saviour’s return. 


Jesus may conie today. Praise 
His name, my heart would rejdice 
to see Him! I am watching. I 
am working at the main thing 
while He tarries. If He comes-to- 
Cay I am ready. And He may 
come today. But I do not know. 
He may not come for another one 
hundred years. I do not know 
and neither does anyone else. As 
Jesus told the inquiring disciples 
on* this very subject, “It is not 
for you to know the times or the 
seasons, which the Father hath 
put in his own power. But ye 
shall receive power, after that the 
Holy Ghost is .come upon you: 
and ye shall be witnesses unto me 
both in Jerusalem, and in all 
Judaea, and in Samaria, and un- 
to the uttermost part, of the 
earth” (Acts 1:7, 8). Le 

A Christian woman yesterday 
brought me a letter from Ben 
Hecht who raised money in Ameri- 
ca for the murder of British sol- 
agiers in Palestine who were doing 
their duty keeping their mandate.

God's Answer |s Revival 
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Then, too, there are many who 
have used this war era to help de- 
stroy faith in the Bible and have 
urged the people to cast off the 
Christian religion as one of the 
obsolete things which should no 
longer fetter the newly emanci- 
pated. A strange sort of pagan- 
ism has grown up that seeks to 
create a world which ignores spir- 
itual forces and enthrones the hu- 
man will. This new paganism 
which is here today has no gods, 
no Bible, no rules of life except 
those of the jungle. It holds noth- 
‘“r sacred, believes in no future 
life, and offers nothing but the 
vain philosophy of—let’s eat, 
drink and be merry for tomorrow 
we die. 


The Church Seems Paralyzed 

Dear pcople of God, in the face 
of all this challenging situation, 
the church of the living God has 
been strangely silent--and why? 
Like pathetic Samson § arising 
from his sinful sleep upon the 
knees of Delilah and ignorant of 
his loss of power, the church lives 
and its voice is still heard, but 
so much of its power is gone. The 
early Christians were neither 
wealthy nor numerous. They 
lacked social prestige; they were 
ofttimes illiterate—but they had 
power! They were strong enough 
to rise above stonings, the prison, 
and the sword! 

Today with all our wealth and 
culture, we are weak and voice- 
less against the onslaught of pa- 
ganism énd sin. Our self-indul- 
gence and love of ease will not 
let us pay the price for spiritual 
power. We are long on money 
but short on zeal. We have lost 
the spirit of sacrifice and have 
forgotten how to “pray without 
ceasing. ’ 

In this lukewarm, easy-going 
age, we have lost our convictions 
cr buried. them for expediency’s 
sake, and a church lacking in con- 
victions about such sure certain- 
ties, for instance; that men with- 
out Christ are lost, that the Bible 
is absolutely true’ and dependable; 
that God’s judgments and im- 
pending doom await the rebellious 
and disobedient—I say, a church 
lacking these convictions is a 
weak testimony, indeed, before 
the world of today. Men with- 
out convictions are not bothered 
when our Bible is cut up by the 
destructive critics. Oh, how the 
church ot God needs to have 
fires, relighted by the Spirit of 
God, to melt our souls, to rekin- 
die the convictions which held the 
early church true to Christ. 


Then, too, we as believers need in 
a new and blessedly real way the 
fresh enduements of the Holy 
Spirit. Jesus said to His apostles 
just before He aséended, ‘‘But' ye 
shall receive power, after that the 


Holy Ghost is come upon you”. 


(Acts 1:8). It is.the Holy Spirit 
who enables the church to carry 
out the Great Commission which 
He gave. We have no power to 
convict men of sin. The Spirit of 
God alone can do this this. He 
aione can guide and direct the 
energies of His church. These 
are things which we must remem- 
ber. Too often we have made 
plans and asked God to carry 
them out. 

My appeal to praying, believing 
people today—and especially to 
those in places of spiritual lead- 
ership—is: let us stop depending 
on our own abilities and look to 
God in this crucial hour for that 
Heaven-sent awakening which we 
so sorely need. It is important 
to get these things straight and 
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to speax against sin, 
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true and in accordance with the 
Word of God. The of 
Jesus Christ today merely 
touching the fringe of the need of 
multitudes who throng our na 
tion; and yet largely the church 
is serene, complacent, 
troubled by that fact. | 

How sorely, then, do we need 


revival in the church. The life of 
the believer ought to be such as 
to rebuke the world if the world 
is to respect the church and lis- 
ten to its message. For, either 
the world fears the testimony of 
the church or you may be sure 
‘he church will cringe before the 
world. A body of professing be- 
lievers who have lost the power 
will have 
only scorn and contempt from 
without. 


God’s Way Out Is Revival 

My friends, this is no time for— 
compromise, weakness, and hypo- 
critical living. The day is at hand, 
and it is high time to awake out 
of sleep. This is no day for God’s 
servants to “prophesy smooth 
things.” Jeremiah 6:14 tells us 
that in his day there were proph- 
ets who “healed the hurt of the 
Caughter of my people slightly, 
saying, Peace, peace; when there 
is no peace.” May God deliver us 
from such prophets today! 

Now, thank God, there is a way 
cut of all the bewilderment which 
we have described. God's way for 
His people has always been the 
way of revival. Divine power is 
the only kind that can cope with 
the Devil. Heaven’s healings for 
earth’s sorrow are the only’ ones 
that soothe and cure. A revival 
born of God is our only hope for 
this hour, and such a revival will 
greatly auicken the spiritual lives 
of God’s people—will halt their 
conformity to this world—will fill 
up our prayer meetings—will dis- 
pel doubts, unbelief, and sketpti- 
cism, renew and deepen love for 
the old Bible truths, produce a 
new love for the brethren—stop 
sJanderings and gossipings and 
cceate a new and passionate love 
tor the unsaved. 


Revival never argues with sin. 
It burns it up. That was true in 
the first revival led by Samuel. It 
will be just as true in this atomic- 
energy age. 

God in His Word gives us His 
way out of our trouble. It is the 
way of renewed spiritual power 
which we call REVIVAL! It is 
an old nath, but every generation 
of backsliders must find it anew. 
Despite the fact that these words 
seem trite and commonplace, they 
are as sure and positive today as 
when God gave them to Solomon 
three thousand years ago. The 
gracious mercy of*God pulsates 
and throbs through every word, 
Listen to what God said then: 
“If my people, which are called 
by my name, shall humble them- 
selves, and pray, and seek my 
face; and turn from their wicked 
ways; then will I hear from heav- 
en, and will forgive their sin, and 
will heal their land.” 

May I plead with believing 
readers! Take your Bible and 
with me turn to II Chronicles 
7:14. Ponder these words slow- 
ly, prayerfully; determine by 
God’s grace to obey every word 
commanded—to humble ourselves, 
pray, seek Him, and quit our sin- 
ning. Then, let us believe that ~ 
God will answer our prayers by’ 
sending His holy fires of revival 
to purge the dross in our lives 
and to let loose on this old, parch- 
ed world that season of refreshing 
we yearn for.

Here was the real reason the 
church had closed,

and revival fires began to burn. 
Family altars were established 
and some were rebuilt. Then 
souls were saved. One outstand- 
ing conversion was that of a man 
who had helped rob a bank, had 
been sentenced to the penitentiary
